Some informed quarters foresaw 


in the unconventional meeting of 
the titular head of the Democratic 
party and the 
fusion-Rcpublican- 


American Labor party mayor a pos- 
sible wedge to break up traditional 
party lineups in the city. The pres- 
ident and Tammany never have 
been overly friendly. 


Supports Roosevelt 


Then, too. the American Labor 


party, a decisive factor in the may- 
or's victory, was shoved again to 
the fore by a telegram from the 
head of the organization pledging 
new allegiance to Mr. Roosevelt. 


The labor party polled more than 


200,000 votes for the president in 
the 1936 national election, and made 
certain LaGuardia's reelection by 
giving him some 450,000 votes in the 
municipal election. 


Alex Rose, state executive secre- 


tary of the party, informed the 
president that he "resented the in- 
terpretations by 
the 
reactionary 


elements in the Republican party 
that the people of the city have 
repudiated 
the New Deal. The 


American Labor party is still its 
staunchest adherent." 


Tammany Worried 


Particularly disturbed about the 


post-election 
situation was Tam- 


many itself, which found in a full 
survey of election results that its 
position was desperate. 


The sweep of the fusion ticket 


saw lesser office-holders of Tam- 
many affiliation wiped out as their 
leaders went down to defeat. 


Besides the defeat of Jeremiah T. 


Mahoney for mayor and of Harold 
W. Hastings for New York county 
district attorney 
by Thomas E. 


Dewey, special rackets prosecutor, 
Tammany and its allies lost the con- 
trollership, presidency of the coun- 
cil, a borough president, ten as- 
semblymen, two city court judges.

on the cooperative plan, Bubolz 
said. 


"The 12 federal land banks set up 


in 1917 provide the farmer with 
long term credit on the cooperative 
basis. The tobacco grower in Con- 
necticut valley or the stockman in 
Arizona found it difficult if not im- 
possible to obtain adequate credit, 
although their characater and se- 
curity was the best. But when 10 
or more such farmers, residing in 
the same 
area, 
organized local 


farm loan associatoans, the invest- 
ment market was interested and 
willing to extend credit." 


Bubote listed the collateral back 


of farm loan bonds. Through the 
establishment of the 12 land banks 
the farmers' long credit needs were 
met, Bubolz said, but they were 
still without means 
of obtaining 


short term credit. "The Internation- 
al credit banks, ornanized in 1923 
and 12 in number, are authorized 
to discount notes for agricultural 
loan institutions, for banks, or for 
production credit associations.

Two things stand out from the New 


York mayoralty race that are especially 
fit to remember. 


The victories of LaGuardia and Dewey 


present the Republican party with capa- 
ble leaders in their national sphere of pol- 
itics. Both of these men fairly drip with 
ability and energy and honesty and de- 
pendability. 


Neither of them was sufficiently of the 


courtier or flatterer to receive the bene- 
diction of the Administration.

minded they may very well be but they 
did not bring themselves to tap their fore- 
heads on the steps leading up to the White 
House. 


The next important thing is to take a 


look at Jeremiah Mahoney, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, blessed by Farley and 
Wagner and all the other sacred Roosevelt 
voices, and then observe what the records 
showed about Mr. Mahoney. 


When he was brought out as the Demo- 


cratic candidate for mayor he was hailed 
as "a friend of labor" and dressed up in 
overalls with a hammer over his shoulder 
and a plug of tobacco in his hip pocket 
so he might qualify. 


He isn't the first straw man by any 


means to be so dolled up for public ap- 
pearances. 


But during the campaign the Motion 


Picture Machine Operators Union, an ex- 
tensive and important local in the New 
York American Federation of Labor set- 
up brought forth its books to show that 
during a period of three years this "friend 
of labor" received from that one union 
5100,000 for "legal services" paid out of 
the wages of sweating operators and for 
which the union said it had received noth- 
ing excepting the usual Tammany boast 
that his poitical "connections would inure 
advantageously to the union." 


Mr. Mahoney, be it said in plain justice 


to the gentleman, isn't the first fellow 
who went through the pockets of labor 
•with one hand while he patted it on the 
back with the other and whispered sweet 
nothings into its deluded ear. 


Indeed, he is more or less typical of a 


certain type of politician who needs par- 
ticular watching. 


THE GERMAN COLONIES 


Italy is calling on the world to deliver 


back io Germany the colonies wrenched 
from her at the conclusion of the World 
war. 


Germany was stripped of all her great 


territories, most of which were located in 
Africa, and this was done to repay her 
enemies and to limit her activities so that 
she might be slower in resuming her for- 
mer position as a world power. 


What Germany had in Asia was given 


to Japan, then on friendly terms with the 
Allies. Her extensive domain in Africa, 
much larger than her territory in Europe, 
was divided 
among 
France, England, 


Belgium and Italy, the two former receiv- 
ing by far the lion's share. Italy has not 
tendered back to Germany what she re- 
ceived. 


The orginal demand of Hitler for the 


return of German colonies must be con- 
sidered by the world upon the basis of 
justice even though it be concluded that 
the principal purpose of Hitler was to 
arouse German feelings of mistreatment 
and create a more complete solidarity 
behind his leadership. Neither can the 
call be judged by the fact that it is sup- 
ported by Mussolini largely for the pur- 
pose of darting barbs at Britain. 


By the standards of the Middle Ages 


the German colonies -would never be re- 
turned, indeed the paper upon which the 
demand might be written and the breath 
employed to utter it would be wasted. 
The holder would merely say to the one 
who demanded: If you have the might you 
may take your colonies and if you have 
not you could find something more use- 
ful to do. But by any standard of de- 
cent justice., that elusive and too often 
ephemeral thing that is nevertheless the 
passion of mankind, the colonies should 
be returned. 


Britain's first argument that the col- 


onies aren't worth much anyway and that 
Germany really couldn't make anything 
out of them has not been repeated loudly 
since the Germans answered that if the 
colonies were a burden Britain might con- 
sider it but a friendly act for the Reich 
to take over the load. 


Will or can Britain and France swal- 


low their respective prides and perform 
an act of common ordinary justice? They 
are today great colonial powers with far- 
flung empires holding power over tens 
of millions of blacks and browns and yel- 
lows. If they will not voluntarily consent 
to right the wrong they did Germany 
while they had their heel upon her pros- 
trate form what opportunity do they offer

Application of electrodesic- 
cation or elcctrocoagulation (dia- 
thermy) to bleeding point has prov- 
ed an efficient means of stopping 
such oozing in bleeders.

The other day I talked with Mr. 


William Jaggard who has a book 
shop

Stratford-on-Avon. 
He 


told me that one of his great, great 
grandfathers (and about nine more 
greats), printed the fust complete 
edition of Shakespeare's plays. He 
showed me a book of about 1.000 
pages, which he himself had pre- 
pared over a peiiod of 23 years.

ty of "Boss" Hague's control to 
carry him to victory. Hudson coun- 
ty gave Moore a 129.000 majority, 
but the rest of the state voted 
against him by about 84.000. 


Back in 1932. 
the 
Republicans 


elected a United States senator in 
New Jersey by the relatively nar- 
row .margin of 16.000 votes. 


Then, in J!KJ4, the Democrats car- 


ried New Jersey for the United 
States scnntorship. Mr. Moore be- 
ing the Democratic nominee, and i 
the margin was 231,000. 


But. in 1936. the Democrats reduc- 


ed their gain somewhat when they 
elected a United Stales senator by 
176.000. 


Now. 
in 1937, this lead is still fur- 


ther reduced, the margin of Mr. 
Moore's victory being only 45.000. 


It is not often that a comparison 


can be made four years apart in a 
slate-wide election, and the only 
reason is that Mr. Moore, who has 
twice before been governor, choos- 
es to resign from the senate to run 
for a third, but not a consecutive 
third, term as governor. 


Party lines arc undoubtedly stif- 


fening in Now Jersey, or else Mr. 
Moore would not have gone from 
a 231.000 to a 45.000 majority.

"No teacher or 


parent should attempt to point the 
way to a child, but both should 
give the information that %vill guide 
him in planning his future," he as- 
serted. 


More attention will be given in 


the future to guidance of social 
citizenship, in order to keep the 
interest of the adult in the respon- 
sibilities of citizenship, he believes. 


He emphasized need for more in- 


terest in leisure time activities. The 
youth of today has much more time 
on his hands than did his parents 
and the situation is becoming se- 
rious, he maintained. With hobbies 
becoming more and more popular 
there is an increasing interest with- 
in the curriculum to take up the 
slack he said. 


Another trend is a growing inter- 


est in teaching'boys and girls how 
to study. This is apparent among 
high school students by their use 
of the library and reference books.

Advise Rubber Mat be 


Placed in Tub to Pre- 


vent Slipping 


Madison—"Skidding is at its best 


in the bathroom," stated the state 
medical society 
in 
this week's 


health bulletin, the second In a 
series of articles on the subject. 
"How Safe is Your Home?" 


"The bathroom is not the most 


hazardous room in the house, but 
it is the scene of more than its 
shares of serious injuries, many of 
which result from falls. 
Slipping 


as one gets in or out of the bath- 
tub is the cause of many of the 
bad falls. 
Most of them could be 


eliminated by placing the soap in 
its holder before the bath is pre- 
pared, placing a rubber mat in the 
tub. and installing a strong 
bar 


along the wall to grasp as one gets 
in and out of the tub. Skidding on 
soap has resulted in many serious 
injuries, which might 
easily 
be 


avoided by a little forethought. 


Conducive to Falls 


"The bottom of a bathtub must 


be placed on a slant for proper 
drainage and the sides curved for 
sanitary purposes. This setting only 
serves to make the wet porcelain 
the more conducive to falls, and 
many serious accidents result if 
care is not taken m stepping in 
and out of the tub. 


"Broken arms and legs are not 


uncommonly encountered by phy- 
sicians. 
Some much more serious 


and unusual accidents, 
however, 


have been reported. 
For instance, 


an elderly woman failed to place 
a rubber mat in the bathtub when 
standing under a shower and fell 
against a fixture, literally dislodg- 
ing one eye. Another case was that 
of an army officer who fell in a 
tub and became impinged on the 
handle of a faucet which penetrat- 
ed the cartilages around the larynx 
causing his death from strangula- 
tion before he was discovered. An- 
other unusual 
accident 
occurred 


when a man stepping from a show- 
er slipped on the wet tiling and put 
his foot through a French door. The 
resulting laceration almost proved 
fatal before the hemorrhage could 
be controlled. 


"Certain unnecessary hazards in- 


cident to baths can be eliminated 
by the construction and equipment 
of the modern bathroom, but the 
old saying 'An ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound 
of cure' 


might well be remembered. 


"In taking a bath remember first 


of all to see that your soap is in 
the soap container or holder; sec- 
ondly, place a bathmat or rug be- 
fore the tub so that danger of slip- 
ping will be lessened; and thirdly, 
place a rubber mat in the tub when 
stepping in so that there will be no 
danger of slipping on the smooth 
wet porcelain."

New- York—A book called "One Hundred Years of Progress of the 


United States," published in Hartford. Conn., in 1870. ventures some in- 
teresting predictions as to the developments of the next century. The 
chapter on prophecy was written by L. P. Brockett. M.D.. who was des- 
cribed as an editorial contributor to Appleton's cyclopedia, and whatever 
may be said of the good doctor's opinion, it cannot be 
charged that he was afraid to go out on a limb. 


"There is a strong probability, almost a certainty." 


he wrote, "of the annexation of British Columbia. 
Canada and probably also a part or the whole of 
Mexico. Central America and the most important is- 
lands of the West Indies before the close of the pres- 
ent century." 


He predicted that by 1890 50.0CO.OOO Chinese. Jap- 


anese and other orientals would immigrate to these 
shores, and said that if another civil war should come 
it would be due to the discontent of those people over 
the denial of suffrage and other political rights or to 
the proclivity of the Latin Americans for revolutions 
and pronunciamentoes. A civil war arising from the 
aspirations of the oriental races among us would be a 
thought, and might cause a change in our form of government, but the 
Latin Americans would be put down in a war "short, sharp and decisive," 
which would put an end to their ambitions. 


"A more reasonable cause for concern in regard to the stability of our 


form of government," the doctor 
wrote, "may be found in the ten- 
dency of an oligarchy of wealth anc 
political power in our great citie 
and the fearful corruption of the 
ballot which now exists. If a man 
of large wealth, devoid of principle 
can, 
by alien votes, repeating or 


fraudulent naturalization, attain to 
power in city, country or state, if 
he can bribe the legislatures, pur- 
chase influence or control the ju- 
diciary, he may not find it difficult 
to reach the presidency and make 
himself president for life, king, em- 
peror or autocrat. 
Thought There Would 
Be ICO States In Century 


"Our greatest danger as a nation 


is to be found in the knavery of 
those railroad kings and chiefs of 
rings who will employ money to se- 
cure irresponsible power. Yet the 
checks and balances of our system 
are so admirable that we may fair- 
ly hope that our present form cf 
government may be continued for 
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a hundred years. 
The president 


then will have a hundred states un- 
der his sway. The cares will be 
such as few men will be able to en- 
dure, and the cabinet officers must 
be more fully responsible to the na- 
tional legislature." 
Dr. Brockett 


then spoke of gross intoxication in 
the senate and said that 
unless 


there was some change in the meth- 


od of selecting senators eventually 
there would be enacted on 
the 


floor the scenes of folly, depravity 
and brutality which previously had 
been confined to the lower house. 


Of the house he further said:— 


"Within a few years it has had 
among its members 
murderers, 


gamblers, prize fighters, swindlers 
and thieves and has been named 
"the national bear-garden." 
The 


judiciary 
probably will 
undergo 


less change than any other depart- 
ment. It would be a sad thing if the 
justices of the supreme court should 
ever come to be brawling political 
partisans 
and 
demagogue1; 
or 


bribe-takers or degrade their posi- 
tion by unworthy motive or act. It 
might be well, too. that they should 
not adhere too slavishly to prece- 
dents but remember that there are 
cases where it is the duty of the 
judge to make precedents. 
Rigid 


adherence to precedents laid down 
in other countries at other 
times 


has been a great defect in our high- 
er courts, state and national." 


Dr. Brockett envisioned a great 


increase in the use of petroleum for

Oshkosh — In a statement releas- 


ed today, his first since being ap- 
pointed to the state departrrer.t cf 
agriculture and markets, Harry H. 
Jack, president of the Wisconsin Co- 
Operative Milk Pool, pledged sup- 
port of the Wisconsin dairy farmer 
to a national dairy production con- 
trol program, as Ions as it will s-j>e- 
cify cost of production. 


Mr. Jack said he was not in fa- 


vor of a national dairy production 
control 
program 
if the constant 


threat of price upsetting foreign 
dairy produce importations is left 
hanging over the dairy industry, as 
at present. 


"We in Wisconsin certainly have 


no objections to miik production 
for home consumption on southern 
farms in place of cotton, or on west- 
ern corn and wheat lands." Mr. 
Jack said. "But we do believe that 
ihe dairy farmer who has been in 
business for a generation or more 
should be protected from a substan- 
tial increase in commercial dairy 
production. 


"This is one of the reasons why 


he Wisconsin dairy 
farmers, 
as 


well as those of Minnesota, are 
agreed that to the five basic com- 
modities of cotton, wheat, corn, to- 
bacco, and rice, should be added as 


sixth 
basic commodity, 'dairy 


>roducts.' 


"If dairy products are added to 


he proposed legislation as a basic 
commodity,

of course they 


vill become subject to production 
control when, as and if. injurious
